Bandits ¢ povders 


For a number of years past the 
friends of Bob and Cole Younger, the 
last of the most terrible band of des- 
peradoes that ever invested the west, 
have sought their pardon. They are 
confined in the prison at Stillwater, 
Minn., to which they were sentenced 
for life for the murder of the bank 
eashier at Northfield, Minn. Petitions 
signed by every ember of the legisla- 
ture of Missouri and by men of na- 
tional repute have been presented to 
she governor and legislature of Minne- 
sota, and it seems at last that they are 
to get their freedom. 

Twenty-six years ago, at the time of 
the memorable raid upon the Bank of 
Northfield, Minn., the united forces of

the James and Younger gangs were en- 
gaged in battle for six days that re- 
sulted in practically wiping out both 
bands and the capture of all the Youn- 
ger boys. Frank and Jesse James es- 
scaped, but it was their last escapade. 
Of the Younger brothers only Cole and 
Bob are left. 

There were six Younger brothers, one 
of whom died in his boyhood. During 
the war they, like the two Jameses, 


Frank and Jesse, were irregular or 
guerrilla troops, who stole as often 


from one side as tht other. 

The result was 20 years of the most 
daring robberies ever perpetrated. The 
Youngers, by themselves or with the 
James boys, astonished the world by 
their expjoits, which while criminal 
Were so brave as to challenge admira- 
tion. 

The Younger boys are first known to 
have been with the Jameses in the rob- 
bery of a bank in Columbia, Ky. Citi- 
zeus were driven into their houses at 
the point of the revolver. The cashier, 
refusing to give up the money, was 
killed. Vive men were concerned in 
the robbery. They were Frank and 
Jesse James, Cole, Bob and Jim Youn- 
ger. 

The scene of the next raid of the 
gang was Iowa. Three men were then 
added to their number—Jim Cummins, 
Clell Miller and Charley Pitts, who 
were afterward killed at the Northfield 
robbery. At Corydon, Ia., they suc- 
ceeded In robbing a bank of $40,000. 
On May 27, 1873, the St. Genevieve 
bank was robbed of $36,000, 

During this year they began to rob 
railway trains, being the first train rob- 
bers in criminai history. The Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacifie railway was 
selected for the victim, and the rob- 
bery was made 15 miles east of Coun- 
cil Bluffs, and the eight men who had 
been at Corydon met there on the night 
of July 20, 1873. 

They loosened the rails, and when 
the eastern bound train came along it 
was derailed and thrown down the em- 
bankment. The engineer of the train 
was killed, and several of the passen- 
gers, including two women and three 
children, were severely injured. No 
money was got in the express car, and 
so the bandits entered the passenger 
coaches and relieved the passengers of 
their valuables, 

Many attempts were made to capture 
the bandits, and several battles were 
fought between the detectives and the 
outlaws. At times the detectives were 
hunters, and then again they would be 
hunted. In these, however, the James 
boys were the chief objects of the de- 
tectives’ work, and the Youngers were 
able to avoid contact with them. 

In Decemnber, 1875, two parties were 
organized for robbery. One, consisting 
of Jesse Bob Younger and 
James Younger, killed the switechman 
at Muncie, Mo., signaled the train and 
robbed the express safe of $55,000, An- 
other party, consisting of Cole Youn- 
ger, Frank James and the Millers, rob- 
bed a bank at Corinth, Miss.

The country then became too hot for 
the bandits, and the Jameses hid in 
Tennessee. But afterward they re- 


turned to Missouri and, with the three 
Youngers, Charles Pitts and Clell Mil- 
ler, robbed the Missouri Pacific rail- 
way at Otterville, Mo., securing '17.- 
500, 

Of the Younger brothers Cole bas al- 
Ways come into more prominence than 
the others. Their father settled in 
Jackson county, Mo, tn 182d, be 
game a county judge and was twice 


others being Jesse James and Char- 
ley Pitts: They quickly entered the 
bank, leaped over the counter and coy- 
ered Cashier Haywood and two clerks 
with their reyolvers. The cashier was 
commanded to open the safe, but re- 
fused. The outer doors of the yault 
were open, and one of the robbers 
stepped inside to try the other ones. 
The cashier attempted to close the 
doors on him, but was prevented. One 
of the clerks attempted to escape dur- 
ing this excitement, but was followed

elected to the state legislature and fn 
1858 bought a large farm near Harri- 
sonville, Cass county, to which he 
moved. Cole was born in 1844 and 
Robert in 1853 while the family was 
living in Jackson county. 

At the beginning of the war of the 
rebellion the Younger family was re- 
garded as a Union one, but notwith- 
standing this tey suffered terribly 
through a raid “y the Kansas militia 
and from that time renounced their 
Union sentiments and joined the guer- 
rilla forces of Quantrell. When Cole 
Younger joined this band, it consisted 
of but 87 men, and he was In the bitter 
fight at the house of John Flannery In 
Jackson county on Jan. 3, 1862. 

Throughout the war Cole Younger 
was identified with the most desperate 
and daring deeds of the guerrillas, but 
Bob never acquired any prominence, 
even during the persecution of his 
mother, though James, his next older 
brother, joined the ranks as a full 
fledged guerrilla in 1864. Bob Younger 
was also missing up to May 1, 1873, 
when they left Jackson county and 
started out to rob the State Savings 
bank at St. Genevieve. From that out 
he was always with the band of ont- 
laws with which his brothers were 
connected. 

In the Northfield robbery, which was 
under the lead of Bill Chadwell, he was 
one of the first three to enter the town, 


and shot in the back by Bob Younger. 
A knife was placed at the cashier's 
throat, and he was slightly cut, but he 
still refused to open the doors. By this 
time the alarm had been given on the 
outside, and firing had commenced. 
Jesse James was the last te leave after 
hearing the warning and as he leaped 
over the counter fired at Haywood, kill- 
ing him instantly. Bill Chadwell, the 
leader of the band, and Clell Miller 
were also killed, and Bob Younger was 
painfully injured, being shot through 
the elbow. A Norwegian was also shot 
fatally on the street. Every man in the 
party was more or less seriously wound- 
ed, Jim Younger badly. In addition, 
the latter lost his horse, and to save 
him Cole dashed back and took him up 
behind him. 

The chase was hot and the robbers so 
disabled that they could not get away 
rapidly. They were overtaken in a ra- 
vine a few days later. They here made 
a break, the party separating, Bob and 
Cole Younger and Charley Pitts re 
maining together. They were overtak- 
en in a slough on the Watonwan river, 
through which they plunged. They 
were headed off, however, and the sher- 
iff’s party began firing into them, The 
fight for a time was desperate, Charley 
Pitts being killed and Cole and Jim 
Younger falling with their bones shat- 
tered. Bob Younger, with his right 
arm hanging broken by his side, stood 
between them, continuing to fire, but 
he soon saw it was useless and submit- 
ted to arrest. Cole Younger had a rifle 
ball under the right eye, which destroy- 
ed the optic nerve und which has never 
yet been removed. 

The devotion 
shown in the flight from Northfield. 
Had the robbers not been incumbered 
by Jim Younger, badly wounded, they 
might have escaped. His mouth was 
so badly shattered and the hemorrhage 
was so profuse that it left a trail of 
blood that was easily followed. At 
last he became so weak that it was 
necessary for Cole and Bob to ride be- 
side him to support him. By this they 
were delayed several days, and in the 
meantime the country was swarming 
with their pursuers. Jesse James ob- 
jected and remarked to Cole that their 
trail could be followed by a blind man, 
and as they of course did not want Jim 
to fall into the hands of their pur- 
suers they had better dispose of him

his suffering, as his death 
was certain anyhow. Bob and Cole 
looked at James and replied, calling 
him a cold hearted villain, a monster 
with whom they could never associate 
again, and added that they would stag 
by their brother until he died and 
would then carry bis body as far as 
they bad strength to make It possible. 
This was the reason for the separa- 
tion of the party, Pitts remained by 
the Youngers and was killed, The

LAWYERS DO NOT ALWAYS RECEIVE 
CASH FOR THEIR SERVICES. 


Country Produce Squared One Case 
a Souvenir Spoon Another and 8 
Washerwoman Paid Her Divorce 
Costs In Laundry Work. 


EByen old lawyers do not always get 
cash fees, and the stories of queer fees 
that have been paid to Milwaukee law- 
yers alone would fill a volume. Bur- 
glars’ loot, farm produce, labor of all de- 
scriptions, almost everything imaginable, 
would appear on the list. 

The story of a fee told by one young 
lawyer is one of the kind where a lawyer 
does not like to have his name mentioned, 
but it probably wasn’t his fauli. A visit 
or was in the bachelor’s den of the young 
lawyer, when he noticed an engraved 
spoon hanging by a ribbon among some 
photographs, as though it might be a 
relic of some sentimental collegian’s love 
affair. i 

“That spoon is my fee for clearing a 
client one time,” said the owner of the 
decoration. “I had that given to me aft- 
er I defended old Bill Bradley, the bur- 
glar. Bradley had been arrested charged 
with having robbed a house in the fash- 
ionable part of the town, and among oth- 
er things it was charged that he had 
made away with a set of silverware. He 
sent for me and from the way he told his 
story I thought he was right and had not 
mixed up in the burglary. 

“Well, he told me he had no money, but 
gaid he would make it all right with me 
some day if I did get him out of his 
trouble, so I went in and worked hard, 
and finally cleared him, A few days aft- 
er he had thanked me and had gone clear, 
without paying me, he drifted into my 
office and said he had been trying to 
scrape up some money for me, but 
couldn’t. Then he reached in his pocket 
and gave me that spoon, one of the set I 
had just acquitted him of stealing, If I 
took the spoon back, I would convict my- 
self of having defended a man I knew to 
be guilty, so I left it there where you can 
see it. I think something of it, too, espe- 
cially as old Bill was killed while steal- 
ing a ride toward Chicago a few days 
afterward.” 

“When I was practicing up north,” 
said Judge W. H. Halsey, “I had a fee 
in kind that I appreciated as much as 
I have $500 fees at other times. 1 had 
defended an old farmer in a small suit, 
though I did not expect to get any pay 
from him. The suit was decided in our 
favor, and the old farmer and his wife 
went home. Some months afterward the 
two came into my oflice with a package 
and bundle tied up in a handkerchief. 
The package was a roll of butter, the 
handkerchief bundle was hazcnuts, and 
from the old farmer’s pockets came two 
big rosy cheeked apples. That butter, 
apples and nuts fee was as satisfactory 
to me as any I ever received.” 

“For ten years I have never paid to 
have an umbrella mended,” said one law- 
yer. “The rich landlord of the story 
book style wanted the store the old crip- 
pled umbrella man was using for a shop 
and started to force the old fellow out. 
I fixed him so that he was allowed to 
stay, and ever since that I have taken 
my rain shields to him for free mending. 
That was all the fee I received for that 
case too,” 

“I had the secrets of my own lodge 
offered to me as payment for a service,” 
said one attorney, who belongs to several 
secret orders. “I was sitting in my of- 
fice one day when a well dressed woman 
came in and wanted advice. Her hus- 
band, to whom she was but recently mar- 
ried, was a member of a secret society. 

“*T think it’s perfectly horrid of him, 
too,’ she said, ‘to have secrets and net 
to tell them to me. When he married me, 
he said he would share everything with 
me, and the first thing I ask almost he 
won't do. Can't you make him? 

“I asked ber to what lodge he belong- 
ed, and she told me the name of an or- 
der of which I myself was a member. 
Then she went on: 

“*T tell you what, if you will make 
him tell them to me, I will tell them to 
you, to pay you for making him do what 
I want. That's fair, isn’t it? 1 should 
think you would like to know such 
things; need them in your business, you 
know.’ 

“1 didn’t accept that fee.” 

“I had a good offer from one woman 
that I did accept,’”’ said another attor- 


ney, “for it was too good to refuse, al- | 


thongb it was not in cash. I had repre- 
sented her in an action for divorce, and 
after the suit had been won she wanted 
me to accept part payment in handmade 
Jace. The samples of lace she showed me 
were exquisite, so I told her it would be 
all right. She cave me about ten yards 
of the lace, and it was worth every cent 
of what was credited to her for it.” 

“I was paid in washing for a divorce I 
secured,” said a well known lawyer, “A 
woman came to me one time with a tale 
of woe about her husband. and wanted 


me to get a divorce for her, She said that 
she didn’t want any work done for her 
for nothing, but that she was not able to 
pay money. She would do my washing 
for 25 weeks, though, if I would free her 
from her husband. She refused to let me 
act in charity for her, and as she wanted 
a divorce so that she could marry another 
man I accepted her offer, and she washed 
away, literally, her marriage ties.” 

“Ull tell you of one of nv fees,” said 
another legal light. “I was defending a 
man who was charged with having killed 
a dog out in Columbia county, The first 
action brought against him was defective, 
and while the plaintiff's counsel was writ- 
ing out a warrant I took my man to the 
door and told him to get out of the county 
—the justice’s office was on the border 
line—as quick as he could. In my hurry 
to get him ott of the county I forgot to 
collect my fee, and I never saw him 
again.”

WHAT BECOMES OF THE CORKS. 


How They Are Gathered and to 
Whom They Are Sold, 


“What becomes of the pins?’ is an old 
and unanswered question, but “What be- 
comes of the corks?” admits of a pretty 
complete reply. Cork is one of the most 
indispensable articles; yet, useful as it is 
and harmless as it appears, it is made a 
means of danger to health by trade com- 
petition; not that anything noxious oc 
curs in the original growth or prepara- 
tion for market of the cork wood or even 
in the process of charring the surface 
and closing the pores by extreme heat, 
which is said to give the elasticity and 
flexibility known in the trade as “nerve.” 
When it comes on the market, it is with- 
out any deleterious qualities. It is after 
the cork in its finished state has served 
its purpose in the neck of a bottle that 
it begins its degenerate course. 

A cork once drawn and the bottle and 
contents disposed of is thrown away 
generally as waste, especially in private 
houses, though in the liquor trade they 
are often preserved for sale to itinerant 
dealers, who purchase them for a trifle. 
Those which are thrown away gravitate 
to the ash and garbage barrel, the dump 
or the gutter and possibly the sewer, 
Irom these odorous and offensive recep- 
tacles as well as from behind the bar 
they eventually reach the bag of the ped- 
dling collector and are all placed in one 
mass to undergo the process of so called 
“cleaning,” which makes them appear 
to the untrained eye as good as new and 
prepares them fer sale to the economical 
bottler of wines, liquors, pickles or what 
not who has a strong eye to the main 
chenee. The corkg look all right and se- 
cure the bottle as well as new and clean 
ones would. So even if there is a little 
poison or worse in them, what does it 
matter? thinks the careful dealer. 

Thousands of corks float about the 
coast, and thousands more which have 
been thrown out from passing ships min- 
gle with them ard are finally cast on 
| shore, where they are ccllected by the 
agents of the dealers and shipped to the 
city to be “cleaned” and sold. 

Nothing will really clean them, but 
they can be whitened or bleached by the 
action of a powerful acid, and this is 
what is done. The acids used are chief- 
ly sulphurie and muniate or hydrochloric. 
Vitriol is also sometimes employed. The 
trade is quite a large one and is said to 
be very profitable, many having grown 
rich at it and carrying on big establish- 
ments, with agents at all main points. 
It is conducted mostly by foreigners and 
has representatives in nearly all the 
| cities, though of course this city boasts 
ef the greatest number,

In looking for old china 1 find 
that every mark of importance has 
Keon forged, from Dresden to Worces- 
ter and Crown Derby, not excepting 
old Sevres. Every day would be pur- 
chasers come here and visit other New 
York shops, looking for china, and have 
10 mortal idea at all correct of what 
they are buying. Yet they will talk 
after a most learned fashion and will 
take offense at the very suggestion 
that they may be deceived. 

“If you are going to judge of china 
by its marks or evidence of its age 
and use from discoloration cracks and 
chipping, you are more than likely to 
be cher*ed, for all of these things are 
easy f mm expert and dishonest deal- 
er to imitate. If you are not a judge of 
china, then hire an honest expert to 
purchase for you.””"—New York Herald.

OISHONEST DEPOSITORS. 


Humor and Pathos of the Savings 
Bank In Great Cities, 


Writing of the savings banks and their 
depositors in The Century, Richard 
Boughton tells of the embarrassment 
sometimes caused to bank officials by dis- 
honest patrons. 

‘Lhe great bulk of depositors, perhaps 
65 per cent, are of the laboring classes, 
the weekly wage earners; then come the 
middle and well to do class, say 30 per 
cent, and lastly the very rich man and 
the criminal in about equal proportions. 
By criminal I do not mean to confine this 
vlass to bank burglars, check forgers and 
bank note counterfeiters—you will see 
all of these if you watch the line long 
enough—bat I include all those men and 
women who avoid police notice when 
they can and are occasionally “wanted” 
at police headquarters, the rich keeper 
of the fashionable gambling house, the 
woman who is suspected of knowing the 
whereabouts of a vanished thief or 


| forger, the man who never breaks into a 


bank himself, but takes a friendly and 
patronly interest in those who do, and 
s0 on up and down the scale of cos- 
mopolitan vice. At one time or another 
they all have savings bank accounts. It 
seems incomprehensible, but people of all 
these classes are frequent, even perma- 
nent depositors. I do not say this from 
hearsay, but have seen examples of each 
of them lodging their money even in 
their own names. 

What can you do with these people 
when they come to deposit? It is not 
criminal to save money, and you cannot 
arrest them. In some cases their ac- 
counts are closed by the banks, and they 
are told to take themselves off, a hint 
upon which they promptly and quietly 
act, possibly from fear of the police, ac- 
customed as they are to obey when told 
to “move on.” 

Some of them, however, are not easily 
got rid of. A famous confidence woman 
had her account in a New York bank, 
and her quiet demeanor, amiable smile, 
innocent, almost girlish timidity, quite 
won the chief official in charge. He was 
accustomed to call her aside politely from 
the somewhat rough crowded line, give 
her a chair in the anteroom and send her 
passbook and money by one of the clerks 
to the receiving teller. Her identity 
was finally discovered through a police 
inquiry at the bank, and the next time 
she called the old gentleman offered her 
not a chair, but her passbook with her 
deposits in full. The “poor young thing” 
swore at him like a trooper. It was quite 
necessary to call in the mora! influenci) 
of the porter, displaying his “special 
deputy” badge, before Miss Innocent 
made less noise and took herself and her 
deposits out of the bank, giving the old 
gentleman a parting shot at the doorway. 

The president and managing officials 
of a leading bank once debated long and 
seriously whether they should inform 
the authorities that just after a famous 
burglary three men and two women had 
deposited $8,000 each in new bank bills 
that possibly were a portion of those that 
had recently been stolen in transit be- 
tween the two banks, It was a question 
whether the suspicion would justify this 
action, which of course would become 
public, perhaps get into the newspapers 
and some illiterate depositors might hear 
the story with a new twist given to it; 
not that burglars had put money into 
the bank, but had been in and had taken 
some out. The result would be a run. 
It was finally decided to do nothing, at 
least for the time. Soon afterward the 
thieves—for such they were—relieved the 
bank’s perplexity. Two of the men and 
the two women came in singly, but in a 
hurry, drew the full amount that was in 
their names and made off. The fifth of 
the party did not return until years aft- 
erward, when a man with cropped hai, 
an unconscious lockstep halt in his walk 
and other evidences of having been tem- 
porarily retired from socicty called and 
drew the deposit that had slumbered 
while he was “doing time up the river.”

We have been handed a copy of 
the Higginsville, Mo., Advance, 
in which appears the following 
letter, which speaks for itself ; 

Wetaskiwin, Alberta, Canada, 

March 29, 1901 

Editor Advance:—-I thought a 
few words relative to this Canadian 
northwest, since my last in August, 
would be interesting to your read- 
ers. On the 20th of September we 
had a cold rain for a day or two, 
followed by about a foot of snow, 
which remained on the ground 
about a week,and as a majority of 
the crops were not cut, you can im- 
agine the dismay of the farmers. 
Moreoyer, wonderful to say, nearly 
all the oats and barley was saved in 
excellent condition, the binder be- 
ing run one way and the oats yield- 
ed from 50 to100 bushels to the acre 
and are selling at from 25 to 380 
cents a bushel,and that off land that 
was homesteaded so that those that 
had ina good acreage made money. 
The season was quite fine after- 
wards until in Decamber, when we 
had the coldest weather, but take 
the winter all through and it has 
been a finer one than any I ever 
spent in old Lafayette in 80 years; 
indeed, I much prefer the winter to 
the summer if they are all to be like 
what I have seen. ‘Che snow is 
about all gone, also the good roac's 
for a time. 

This town has néarly doubled its 
population since I first saw it, two 
years ago and some 380. carloads of 
settlers have arrived during this 
month and about as many more are 
expected. The newcomers are 
homesteading about 40 miles east, 
where arailroad is expected to run.

Younger ° Desperate 
° 3 Bank 
Bandits © paiders 


For a number of years past the 
friends of Bob and Cole Younger, the 
last of the most terrible band of des- 
peradoes that ever invested the west, 
have sought their pardon. They are 
confined in the prison at Stillwater, 
Minn., to which they were sentenced 
for life for the murder of the bank 
cashier at Northfield, Minn. Petitions 
signed by every member of the legisla- 
ture of Missouri and by men of na- 
tional repute have been presented to 
dhe governor and legislature of Minne- 
sota, and it seems at last that they are 
to get their freedom. 

Twenty-six years ago, at the time o@ 
the memorable raid upon the Bank of 
Northtield, Minn., the united forces of

the James and Younger gangs were en- 
guged in battle for six days that re- 
sulted in practically wiping out both 
bands and the capture of all the Youn- 
ger boys. Frank and Jesse James es- 
caped, but it was their last escapade. 
Of the Younger brothers only Cole and 
Bob are left. 

There were six Younger brothers, one 
of whom died in his boyhood. During 
the war they, like the two Jameses, 
Frank and Jesse, were irregular or 
guerrilla troops, who stole as often 
from one side as tht other. 

The result was 20 years of the most 
daring robberies ever perpetrated. The 
Youngers, by themselves or with the 
James boys, astonished the world by 
their exploits, which while criminal 
Were so brave as to challenge admira- 
tion. 

The Younger boys are first known to 
have been with the Jameses in the rob- 
bery of a bank in Columbia, Ky. Citi- 
zens were driven into their houses at 
the point of the revolver. The casbier, 
refusing to give up the money, was 
killed. Five men were concerned in 
the robbery. They were Frank and 
Jesse James, Cole, Bob and Jim Youn- 
ger. 

The scene of the next raid of the 
gang was Iowa. Three men were then 
added to their number—Jim Cummins, 
Clell Miller and Charley Pitts, who 
were afterward killed at the Northfield 
robbery. At Corydon, Ia., they suc- 
ceeded In robbing a bank of $40,000. 
On May 27, 1873, the St. Genevieve 
bank was robbed of $36,000, 

During this year they began to rob 
railway trains, being the first train rob- 
bers in criminal history. The Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railway was 
selected for the victim, and the rob- 
bery was made 15 miles east of Coun- 
cil Bluffs, and the eight men who hud 
been at Corydon met there on the night 
of July 20, 1873. 

They loosened the rails, and when 
the eastern bound train came along it 
was derailed and thrown down the em- 
bankment. The engineer of the train 
was killed, and several of the passen- 
gers, including two women and three 
children, were severely injured. No 
money was got In the express car, and 
so the bandits entered the passenger 
coaches and relieved the passengers of 
their valuables, 

Many attempts were made te captu.e 
the bandits, and several battles were 
fought between the detectives and the 
outlaws. At times the detectives were 
hunters, and then again they would be 
hunted, In these, however, the James 
boys were the chief objects of the de- 
tectives’ work, and the Youngers were 
able to avoid contact with them, 

In December, 1875, two parties were 
organized for robbery. One, consisting 
of Jesse James, Bob Younger and 
James Younger, killed the switchman 
at Muncie, Mo., signaled the train and 
robbed the express safe of $55,000, An- 
other party, consisting of Cole Youn- 
ger, Frank James and the Millers, rob- 
bed a bank at Corinth, Miss, 

The country then became too hot for 
the bandits, and the Jameses bid in 
Tennessee. But afterward they re- 
turned to Missouri and, with the three 
Youngers, Charles Pitts and Clell Mil- 
ler, robbed the Missouri Pacifie rail- 
way at Otterville, Mo., securing $17,- 
500, 

Of the Younger brothers Cole bas al- 
Ways come into more prominence than 
the others, Their father settled in 
Jackson county, Mo, Inu seh, be 
fame a county judge and was twice 
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elected to the state legislature and iu 
1858 bought a large farm near Harri- 
sonville, Cass county, to which he 
moved. Cole was born in 1844 und 
Robert in 1853 while the family was 
living in Jackson county. 

At the beginning of the war of the 
rebellion the Younger family was re- 
garded as a Union one, but notwith- 
standing this they suffered terribly 
through a raid by the Kansas militia 
and from that time renounced their 
Union sentiments and joined the guer- 
rilla forces of Quantrell. When Cole 
Younger joined this band, it consisted 
of but 37 men, and he was in the bitter 
fight at the house of John Flannery in 
Jackson county on Jan. 8, 1862. 

Throughout the war Cole Younger 
was identified with the most desperate 
and daring deeds of the guerrillas, but 
Bob never acquired any prominence, 
even during the persecution of his 
mother, though James, his next older 
brother, joined the ranks as a full 
fledged guerrilla in 1864. Bob Younger 
was also missing up to May 1, 1873, 
When they left Jackson county and 
started out to rob the State Savings 
bank at St. Genevieve. From that out 
he was always with the band of out- 
laws with which his brothers were 
connected. 

In the Northfield robbery, which was 
under the lead of Bill Chadwell, he was 
one of the first three to enter the town, 
the others being Jesse James and Char- 
ley Pitts. They quickly entered the 
bank, leaped over the counter and cov- 
ered Cashier Haywood and two clerks 
with their revolvers. The cashier was 
commanded to open the safe, but re- 
fused. The outer doors of the vault” 
were open, and one of the robbers 
stepped inside to try the other ones. 
The cashier attempted to close the 
doors on him, but was prevented. One 
of the clerks attempted to escape dur- 
ing this excitement, but was followed 
and shot in the back by Bob Younger. 
A knife was placed at the cashier's 
throat, and he was slightly cut, but he 
still refused to open the doors. By this 
time the alarm had been given on the 
outside, and firing had commenced. 
Jesse James was the last to leave after 
hearing the warning and as he leaped 
over the counter fired at Haywood, kill- 
ing him instantly. Bill Chadwell, the 
leader of the band, and Clell Miller 
were also killed, and Bob Younger was 
painfully injured, being shot through 
the elbow. A Norwegian was also shot 
fatally on the street. Every man in the 
party was more or less seriously wound- 
ed, Jim Younger badly. In addition, 
the latter lost his horse, and to save 
him Cole dasbed back and took him up 
behind him. 

The chase was hot and the robbers so 
disabled that they could not get away 
rapidly. They were overtaken in a ra- 
vine a few days later. They here made 
a break, the party separating, Bob and 
Cole Younger and Charley Pitts re 
maining together. They were overtak- 
en in a slough on the Watonwan river, 
through which they plunged. They 
were headed off, however, and the sher- 
iff’s party began firing into them. The 
fight for a time was desperate, Charley 
Pitts being killed and Cole and Jim 
Younger falling with their bones shat- 
tered. Bob Younger, with his right 
arm banging broken by his side, stood 
between them, continuing to fire, but 
he soon saw it was useless and submit- 
ted to arrest. Cole Younger had a rifle 
ball under the right eye, which destroy- 
ed the optic nerve and which bas never 
yet been removed. 

The devotion of the brothers was 
shown in the flight from Northfield. 
Had the robbers not been incumbered 
by Jim Younger, badly wounded, they 
might have escaped. His mouth was 
so badly shattered and the hemorrhage 
was so profuse that it left a trail of 
blood that was easily followed. At 
last he became so weak that it was 
necessary for Cole and Bob to ride be- 
side him to support bim. By this they 
were delayed several days, and in tie 
meantime the country was swarming 
with their pursuers. Jesse James ob 
jected and remarked to Cole that their 
trall could be followed by a blind man, 
and as they of course did not want Jim 
to fall into the bands of their pur- 
suers they had better dispose of him

and end his suffering, as his death 
was certain anyhow. Bob and Cole 
looked at James and replied, calling 
him a cold hearted villain, a monster 
With whom they could never associate 
again, and added that they would stay 
by their brother until he died 
would then carry bis body as far as 
they had strength to make It possible. 
This was the reason for the separa- 
tlon of the party, Pitts remained by 
the Youngers and was killed, The 
Jameses left and escaped,

LAWYERS DO NOT ALWAYS RECEIVE 
CASH FOR THEIR SERVICES. 


Country Produce Squared One Case 
a Souvenir Spoon Another and 8 
Washerwoman Paid Her Divorce 
Costs In Laundry Work. 


Even old lawyers do not always get 
cash fees, and the stories of queer fees 
that have been paid to Milwaukee law: 
yers alone would fill a volume. Bur: 
glars’ loot, farm produce, labor of all de- 
scriptions, almost everything imaginable, 
would appear on the list. 

The story of a fee told by one young 
lawyer is one of the kind where a lawyer 
does not like to have his name mentioned, 
but it probably wasn’t his fault. A visit- 
or was in the bachelor’s den of the young 
lawyer, when he noticed an engraved 
spoon hanging by a ribbon among some 
photographs, as though it might be a 
relic of some sentimental collegian’s love 
affair. 

“That spoon is my fee for clearing a 
client one time,” said the owner of the 
decoration. “I had that given to me aft- 
er I defended old Bill Bradley, the bur- 
glar. Bradley had been arrested charged 
with having robbed a house in the fash- 
ionable part of the town, and among oth- 
er things it was charged that he had 
made away with a set of silverware. He 
sent for me and from the way he told his 
story I thought he was right and had not 
mixed up in the burglary. 

“Well, he told me he had no money, but 
said he would make it all right with me 
some day if I did get him out of his 
trouble, so I went in and worked hard, 
and finally cleared him. A few days aft- 
er he bad thanked me and had gone clear, 
without paying me, he drifted into my 
office and said he had been trying to 
scrape up some money for me, but 
couldn’t. Then he reached in his pocket 
and gave me that spoon, one of the set I 
had just acquitted him of stealing. If I 
took the spoon back, I would convict my- 
self of having defended a man I knew to 
be guilty, so I left it there where you can 
see it. I think something of it, too, espe- 
cially as old Bill was killed while steal- 
ing a’ ride toward Chicago a few days 
afterward.” 

“When I was practicing up north,”

That butter, 
apples and nuts fee was as satisfactory 
to me as any I ever received.” 

“For ten years I have never paid to 
have an umbrella mended,” said one law- 
yer. “The rich landlord of the story 
book style wanted the store the old crip- 
pled umbrella man was using for a shop 
and started to force the old fellow out. 
I fixed him so that he was allowed to 
stay, and ever since that I have taken 
my rain shields to him for free mending. 
That was all the fee I received for that 
case too.” ; 

“I had the secrets of my own lodge 
offered to me as payment for a service,” 
said one attoraey, who belongs to several 
secret orders. “I was sitting in my of- 
fice one day when a well dressed woman 
came in and wanted advice. Her hus- 
band, to whom she was but recently mar- 
ried, was a member of a secret society. 

“*T think it’s perfectly horrid of him, 
too,’ she said, ‘to have secrets and not 
to tell them to me. When he married me, 
he said be would share everything with 
me, and the first thing I ask almost he 
won't do, Can’t you make him? 

“I asked her to what lodge he belong- 
ed, and she told me the name of an or- 
der of which I myself was a member. 
Then she went on: 

“*T tell you what, if you will make 
him te!l them to me, I will tell them to 
you, to pay you for making him do what 
I want. That's fair, isn’t it? I should 
think you would like to know such 
things; need them in your business, you 
know.’

WHAT BECOMES OF THE CORKS. 


How They Are Gathered and to 


Whom They Are Sold, 


“What becomes of the pins?’ is an old 
and unanswered question, but “What be- 
comes of the corks?” admits of a pretty 
complete reply. Cork is one of the most 
indispensable articles; yet, useful as it is 
and harmless as it appears, it is made a 
means of danger to health by trade com- 
petition; not that anything noxious oc 
curs in the original growth or prepara- 
tion for market of the cork wood or even 
in the process of charring the surface 
and closing the pores by extreme heat, 
which is said to give the elasticity and 
flexibility known in the trade as “nerve.” 
When it comes on the market, it is with- 
out any deleterious qualities. It is after 
the cork in its finished state has served 
its purpose in the neck of a bottle that 
it begins its degenerate course. 

A cork once drawn and the bottle and 
contents disposed of is thrown away 
generally as waste, especially in private 
houses, though in the liquor trade they 
are often preserved for sale to itinerant 
dealers, who purchase them for a trifle. 
Those which are thrown away gravitate 
to the ash and garbage barrel, the dump 
er the gutter and possibly the sewer. 
From these odorous and offensive recep- 
tacles as well as from behind the bar 
they eventually reach the bag of the ped- 
dling collector and are all placed in one 
mass to undergo the process of so called 
“cleaning,” which’ makes them appear 
to the untrained eye as good as new and 
prepares them fer sale to the economical 
bottler of wines, liquors, pickles or what 
not who has a strong eye to the main 
chence. The corkg look all right and se- 
cure the bottle as well as new and clean 
ones would. So even if there is a little 
poison or worse in them, what does it 
matter? thinks the careful dealer. 

Thousands of corks float about the 
coast, and thousands more which have 
been thrown out from passing ships min- 
gle with them and are finally cast on 
shore, where they are collected by the 
agents of the dealers and shipped to the 
city to be “cleaned” and sold. 

Nothing will really clean them, but 
they can be whitened or bleached by the 
action of a powerful acid, and this is 
what is done. The acids used are chief- 
ly sulphuric and muriate or hydrochloric. 
Vitriol is also sometimes employed. The 
trade is quite a large one and is said to 
be very profitable, many having grown 
rich at it and carrying on big establish- 
ments, with agents at all main points. 
It is conducted mostly by foreigners and 
has representatives in nearly all the 
cities, though of course this city boasts 
ef the greatest number,

“If you are going to judge of china 
by its marks or evidence of its age 
and use from discoloration cracks and 
chipping, you are more than likely to 
be cher‘ed, for all of these things are 
easy f cn expert and dishonest deal- 
er to imitate. If you are not a judge of 
china, then hire an honest expert to 
purchase for you.”—New York Herald. 


An Advertising Scheme.

Within a few 
weeks farmers were buying McAlpin 
tobacco, knowing that; they would find 
money in each package, and_if they 


had found diamonds it would not have

Bank In Great Cities, 


Writing of the savings banks and their 
depositors in The Century, Richard 
Boughton tells of ‘the embarrassment 
sometimes caused to bank officials by dis- 
honest patrons. 

‘Lhe great bulk of depositors, perhaps 
65 per cent, are of the laboring classes, 
the weekly wage earners; then come the 
middle and well to do class, say 30 per 
cent, and lastly the very rich man and 
the criminal in about equal proportions. 
By criminal I do not mean to confine this 
vlass to bank burglars, check forgers and 
bank note counterfeiters—you will see 
all of these if you watch the line long 
enough—but I include all those men and 
women who avoid police notice when 
they can and are occasionally ‘‘wanted”’ 
at police headquarters, the rich keeper 
of the fashionable gambling house, the 
woman who is suspected of knowing the 
whereabouts of a vanished thief or 
forger, the man who never breaks into a 
bank himself, but takes a friendly and 
patronly interest in those who do, and 
so on up and down the scale of cos- 
mopolitan vice. At one time or another 
they all have savings bank accounts. It 
seems incomprehensible, but people of all 
these classes are frequent, even perma- 
nent depositors. I do not say this from 
hearsay, but have seen examples of each 
of them lodging their money even in 
their own names. 

What can you do with these people 
when they come to deposit? It is not 
criminal to save money, and you cannot 
arrest them. In some cases their ac- 
counts are closed by the banks, and they 
are told to take themselves off, a hint 
upon which they promptly and quietly 
act, possibly from fear of the police, ac- 
customed as they are to obey when told 
to “move on.” 

Some of them, however, are not easily 
got rid of. A famous confidence woman 
had her account in a New York bank, 
and her quiet demeanor, amiable smile, 
innocent, almost girlish timidity, quite 
won the chief official in charge. He was 
accustomed to call her aside politely from 
the somewhat rough crowded line, give 
her a chair in the anteroom and send her 
passbook and money by one of the clerks 
to the receiving teller. Her identity 
was finally discovered through a police 
inquiry at the bank, and the next time 
she called the old gentleman offered her 
not a chair, but her passbook with her 
deposits in full. The “poor young thing” 
swore at him like a trooper. It was quite 
necessary to call in the mora! influenci: 
of the porter, displaying his “special 
deputy” badge, before Miss Innocent 
made less noise and took herself and her 
deposits out of the bank, giving the old 
gentleman a parting shot at the doorway. 

The president and managing officials 
of a leading bank once debated long and 
seriously whether they should inform 
the authorities that just after a famous 
burglary three men and two women had 
deposited $8,000 each in new bank bills 
that possibly were a portion of those that 
had recently been stolen in transit be- 
tween the two banks, It was a question 
whether the suspicion would justify this 
action, which of course would become 
public, perhaps get into the newspapers 
and some illiterate depositors might hear 
the story with a new twist given to it; 
not that burglars had put money into 
the bank, but had been in and had taken 
some out. The result would be a run, 
It was finally decided to do nothing, at 
least for the time. Soon afterward the 
thieves—for such they were—relieved the 
bank’s perplexity. Two of the men and 
the two women came in singly, but in a 
hurry, drew the full amount that was in 
their names and made off. The fitth of 
the party did not return until years aft- 
erward, when a man with cropped hai, 
an unconscious lockstep halt in his walk 
and other evidences of having been tem- 
porarily retired from society called and 
drew the deposit that had slumbered 
while he was “doing time up the river.”
